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velly blister housing a radar set, while the type 30 plane had ne such 
belly bhister or plexisiass nose but a second cabin. The type 27 plane 
was fitted with an arnteana extending from an about 20 centimeter rod, 
which projected trom the right rear end of the plane, to the upper corner 


of the rudder assembly. From a point about one meter below the upper

corner of the rudder assembly a leac-in led to the tail gunner's station, 
while another lead-in was conserved betwoen the antenna rod and the pilot's 
cockpit.

co» On 11, 13 and 20 December and on all days between 26 and 29 Lecember 
1951 flying by type 27 and 30 planes was observed. According to con- 
cordant information furnished by tao sources, the planes which took 
off from east to west rose at station This indicates that 
theiy take-off run was about 1,000 meters. The aircraft climbed rapidly 
and had reached an altitude of 1,000 te 1,200 meters when ever Verneu- 
chen. The flichts cbserved lasted from 10 to 20 minutes. Some of the 
pianes took off several times, but no change of pilots was observed. 
The nose wheels and main landing sears were extended only shortiy before 
the planes landed. After taxiing to the wegtern end of the runway, the 
planes taxied to the hardstands in front of the hangars. Never was it 
observed that flames emanated from the jet engines of the planes. On 


25X11 20 December, type 30 plane [after touching pround at the half-way 


point of the runway taxied 30 neters beyord its western end and sank in 
mud almost up to the jets. Two Stalin tyne caterpillar tractors tewed 
the plane back to the runway. During the night of 13 December, four 
take- offs were made. Contrazy to the original arrancement, Lanps 

spaced 0 neters were available only on the south side of the muway. 
Four red lanps spaced 50 neters wore observed 50 neters from the western 
end of the rumray. The eastern ond of the runway was marked by red Lights, 
arranged in the form of an arrow, and a red obstacle light was places 
on top of the church spire in verneuchen.

e. According to several. sources, the permanent Tuel dump of the installe~ 
tion is scheduled to be built in the weeded area southeast of the air- 
field. barracks installation, Us) At present, the dump ccenpies an 
area of about 1 ¢ hectaresin the northern portion of the field. The 
area is not fenced in are LE fuel tanks, each of them with a capacity 
of 2,500 liters, are stored shere temporarily. The fuel tanks avaii- 
able wonld, therefore, have a total storage capacity of approximately 
1,2 willion liters. Since two bomber regiments are stationed in ier 
neuchen, this vould indicate that fuel storare vacilities for about 
500,000 liters are available at Sovict done airfields occupied by one 
gir unit. A temporary road six meters wide is being ouiit of broken

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shipnent observed consisted of 12 railroad carloads. Ths bombs were 
hauled to the bomb duuap without delay. The 150-kg bombs, which were 
packed in boxes, were storad sither in the six sheds available at the 
dump'or in the open. On 19 December, the loading of these bombs on 
aircraft was practiced in front ef hanrar 7 and at some hardatands. on 
the field. Of the 12 bombs depositad beside each of the planes in- 
volved, only eight wers lifted into the bomb bays and suspended there. 
After one hour, these practices were discontinued, 4nd tha bombs were 
again packed into their boxes. However, these boxes were left beside 
the aircraft, 


One source reported that the storace of pipes at the field adequate 

for a pipe Line about 1,500 meters long indicate that it is intended to 
continue the drainage systen. (7) In regard to the present drainage 
system from station 36 to station 27 plus 10 neters, where the western 
collection unit begins, the water is drained by means of covered ruttere 
ruminz along the edges of the rurway. Other gutters drain the water fron 
atation 36 to the eastern collection unit at station i6. (8)
